Under luche maner Ge⸗ 
nius commaundeth folke not to 
tr affecttonate to Foztunes acks 
tes, and to remembze, that ſhes 
hath ſuche a nature to take a⸗ 
wate and to transferre thoſe 
thinges ſhe gaue, and by and by 
again to geue manpkolde thyn⸗ 
ges. Domtyme alſo ſhe dooeth 
not only take awaie thoſe thin⸗ 
ges thee gaue alone, but aiſo 
thoſe thynges that were had bes 
toe. Therefoze Genius com⸗ 
mandeth to take of thoſe thyn⸗ 
ges ſhe geueth, and he that hath 
them to goe his waie Goztiy to 
the ferme and ſure gefte. What 
gefto is that, (quoth J:) The 
gefte that folke take of Lears 
nung, pf they bee made 1

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there. Yea and what is that? 
The true knowlage(quoth he 
of pꝛofitable thynges , bothe a 
Curc, and a ſtable, and an immu 
table gefte , Mozeouer he com⸗ 
maundeth to flee faſte towarde 
this knowlage. Ind whan they 
come to thoſe women, the whi⸗ 
che as I ſaied befoze,are called 
Incontinence and pleaſure, he 
commaundeth them not to truſt 
thoſe women in any wple, noz 
to tarie till thei come to vntrue 
Learnyng : There he comman- 
deth theim to tarte a whyle and 
abyde, and to take what ſo e⸗ 
Ucr thep wyll of hir, as a helpe

Than from thence to goe anon 
to true Learnyng. Theſe bee 
the thynges, that Genius com- 

maun⸗ 
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maundeth. Who ſo euer beſyde 
theſe thynges, either doocth a⸗ 
ny thyng, o2 miſhcarcth any 
thyng, doocth naught lyke him 
ſelte periſhe naughtilp. 
¶ So now freendes the ſtozie, 
that is in the table, is ſuche as 
J haue tolde you , Yet if pc lyſt 
to enquire of any of theſe thyn⸗ 
ges particularly, without dif- 
deigne J (hall tell it to you, 
Thou ſaicit well, quoth J. But 
what wcth Genius tommaund 
theim to take of vnttue Lear⸗ 
nyng!
